It is reported from an apparently 
reliable source that Russell Harding, 
v ice president and general manager of 
the Missouri Pacific, is figuring upon 
a shqj3L.site for the ^|ii|BSouri Pacific 
railroad about one mile northeast of 
Fairmount park, and that land in that 
v icinity has been secretly purchased 
within the last Itv o weeks. 
It is also 
said that a mov e to buy additional 
land there is under way . 
The location in question is between 
Kansas City and Independence, near 
enough to both places, so that, if the 
deal is really consummated, the much 
cov eted shops will still be kept in the 
family , figurativ ely speaking, instead 
of going to Sedalia, Atchison or some 
other tributary town. 
Missouri Pacific officials profess to 


purchases hav e been made within 'he 
last few day s, until sev enty acres in a 
body 
hav e 
been 
transferred. 
A 
stranger in the v icinity , who is no 
known in Kansas City , so far as can be 
learned, v isited the Fairmount dis­ 
trict recently and made all of these 
purchases. 
He gav e the name of Al­ 
len, and said he was seeking a dairy 
location. 
It may be merely a coincidence, bu 
old-timers look upon it with consider 
able significance that just prior to the 
appearance of the my sterious Mr. Al­ 
len, Russell Harding, accompanied b> 
local representativ es of the Missonr 
Pacific, made a careful inspection of 
the land that was siihseqiiently sold 
to Mr. Alien for his dairy . 
It is said 
that 
Mr. Harding 
went ov er 
the 
ground thoroughly , and paid minute 
attention to small details. 
J ust w*hy he should be interested in 
Mr. Allen’s dairy land is a question 
that the astute J ackson county farmer 
cannot fully understand. 
The land 
that has just changed hands is near 
the riv er, y et it is said to be of such 
altitude as to prev ent possibility of 
damage in case of flood recurrence, 
and that is one of the jToints most 
earnestly sought by the Missouri Pa­ 
cific officials in seeking a shop loca­ 
tion. 
The last time George Gould v isded 
Kansas City he is quoted as say ing 
that he would prefer to hav e the shops 
here, or at least in this immediate v i­ 
cinity , but that he could not inv iorso 
the location because of flood danger. 
Now is appears that this obstacle has 
been ov ercome, 
for the Fairmount 
park site is high enough that no riv er 
outbreak could ev er reach it. 
1'he 
Missouri Pacific has owned for ov er a 
y ear forty acres in this v icinity —a 
tract purchased by the railroad com­ 
pany from J udge Gates, of indepen­ 
dence. This forty acres is now being 
lev eled and otherwise improv ed, and 
it is no secret that it is railroad prop 
erty , 
J . D. Cusenbary , an old-time resi­ 
dent of J ackson county , said to a re­ 
porter for the J ournal y esterday : 
My home is in the v icinity of the 
and which Mr. Allen recently pur 
chased, ostensibly for dairy purposes, 
and I am in close touch with affairs 
in ray neighborhood. 
While I do not 
know* for certain that the Missouri 
Pacific is the real purchaser behind 
Mr, Allen, y et I hav e reason to believ e 
that such is the case. I know bey ond 
doubt that on the occasion of 
Mr. 
Harding’s v isit just a few day s before 
the land changed hands he gav e the 
topography of the country v er>* crit­ 
ical attention, showing v astly more in­ 
terest than I imagine he would dem­ 
onstrate toward a piece of land that 
was being bought by some dairy far­ 
mer. 
To my mind, ev ery thing indi­ 
cates that the mj'sterioiis mov ements 
of Mr. Allen mean we are to hav e the 
shops. 
If I am guessing wrong, then 
it is one on Cusenbary ." 
The Missouri Pacific shops will be 
the largest and moat important on the 
entire sy stem, and w*hile Kansas City 
has long ago outgrown the point where 
it is in any degree dependent upon one 
railroad or ev en sev eral of them for 
its prosperity , y et the shops in ques­ 
tion are an enterprise that will 
be 
warmly welcomed, and Kansas City 
business men v ery generally join in 
the hope that Mr. Allen may decide to 
locate his dairy farm elsewhere, and 
that Mr. Harding w*ill go out there 
and build a big bunch of smokestacks.

HAS MADE ABOUT $200. 000. 


Her Man ager, Robert Grau, Will Do 
Well If He Comes Out Even on 
the Farewell Busin ess. 


Mme 
Adelin a I’atti, who is n ow 
makin g her “last 
farewell sin gin g 
ton r” in Auierioa, 
has made about 
$200,000 sin ce she lan ded here last fall, 
says the New York Times. Her man 
ager, Robert Gmn , is about even n ow. 
He has awaked to the discovery that 
he is dealin g with a woman whose 
busin ess qualities are as fully develo;>- 
ed as her vocal powers. 
Sy e ry time the diva sin gs she re 
ceives $5,000. 
That would be paid to 
her if the receipts were n othin g. But, 
says the con tract, if the receipts of 
an y con cert are in ex cess of $7,500, 
Hme. Patti gets 50 per cen t of all that 
is taken in over that amoun t. For in ­ 
stan ce, if the receipts for an y on e ap­ 
pearan ce amoun t 
to 
$10,000, Mme. 
Patti has her guaran tee of $5,000 an d, 
in addition to this, $1,250. makin g 
$0,250 in all. From what is left of the 
$10,000 Mr. Grau has to pay the local 
man ager’s percen tage, railroad fares, 
salaries of other musician s, etc. When 
he has made these disbursemen ts he 
fin ds that there is n ot much left for 
Robert Grau. 
A lawyer, 
who 
is in timately ac­ 
quain ted with the circumstan ces of 
the Patti tour, ex plain ed why the pub­ 
lic see so man y dispatches to the ef­ 
fect that Mme. Patti “did n ot sin g" at 
such an d such a city. 
The reason is 
that if a con cert is can celed Mr. Grau 
does n ot have to pay the $5,000. This 
guaran tee is n ot made for every ap­ 
pearan ce scheduled, but for every on e 
tliat really takes place. So, when the 
man in the box office reports that the 
amoun t received is $3,000 or $2,000, 
or an y such discouragin g sum, Mr. 
Grau decides to can cel the date an d 
let the mon ey be refun ded to the pur­ 
chasers. That is con siderable cheaper 
tn an goin g down in to on e’s i>ocket for 
$5,000. 
There are still twelve more con certs 
in the tour. 
Most of them are in the 
South, where Mme. Patti always has 
drawn 
large 
audien ces. 
Mr. Grau 
hopes to make up on these twelve 
con certs what he has lost on others. 
“Mme. Patti has en coun tered some 
pretty shrewd man agers in the past 
wffien she came to America,’’ said the 
lawyer, “an d this time she has pro­ 
vided for herself w,ell. 
That $40,000 
in a trust compan y has been on han d 
all the time as paymen t for the last 
eight con certs if an ythin g should in ­ 
terrupt the tour. 
Then the in sertion 
of the 50 i>er cen t clause was ex ceed­ 
in gly wise.”

“ Tt looks so now,’ I replied. 
“ ‘And y ou will not be a candidate? ” 
“ T cannot. 
I want to live, it would 
kill me to make a campaign.’ 
“ ‘Then Morgan said to me. ‘if that 
is the case y ou can do one thing for 
us.’

Since 1890 Misso uri has plant 
ed 12,000,000 apple trees, which m akes 
her a to tal o f 20,000,000 trees 
no w 
gro wing. 
It takes a tree fro m five to 
eight years to co me to bearing in this 
climate. This m eans th at a large num 
her o f tho se trees planted since 1890 
have no t yet reached 
bearing age. 
W hen they do , Misso uri will pro bably 
raise mo re apples than any o ther tw’o 
states co mbined. 
“The last census sho ws th at 
the 
fruit gro w ing area is shifting 
to a 
district o f w^hich Misso uri o ccupies 
the center. 
Ten years ago Misso uri 
was o ccupying seventh o r eighth place 
in the num ber o f trees. New Yo rk w'as 
at the head o f the co lumn. To day Mis­ 
so uri leads with 20,000,000, 
Illino is 
co mes seco nd with 
13,000,000, then 
fo llo w’ in clo se o rder K ansas and Ar 
kansas. 
“W aiie there are mo re trees gro w' 
ing than ten years ago . the increase 
has no t kept 
pace with 
po pulatio n. 
During the decade the po pulatio n o f 
the Uniced Slates increased 200 
i» er 
cent, the num ber o f apple trees o nly 
15 per cent. 
This fact alo ne indicates 
th at there are no t as m any apple trees 
lo r each individual as there w’o re :en 
years ago . 
“But 
there are 
no w 
co nsum ers 
acro ss the o cean th at m ust be co unt­ 
ed. 
Owing to better co ld sto rage ia 
eililies and impro ved rapid transit, the 
capacio us Englishm an, dilated German 
and expansive Frenchm ain can feast 
upo n a Misso uri Ben Davis in almo st 
as go o ii a co nditio n a.s it left the tree 
in Ho well o r o ne o f the o ther banner 
big red apple co unties. 
We are no t 
keeping pace with the ho me demand, 
and the fo reign demand is increasing 
with leaps and bo unds. 
T here Is nc 
danger o f o ver-pro ductio n. 
“ Many big o rchards pro ve veritable 
go ld mines, but it is by no m eans a 
fo rego ne co nclusio n th at a m an is U 
beco me rich because he happens tc 
go into the apple business in Misso uri. 
So me o rchards never pay fo r the mo n 
ey and labo r expended 
in bringing 
them to bearing age. 
Ho wever, if the 
o rchard is pro perly lo cated and wel 
cared fo r, $ 50 an acre fo r large areas 
is no t an unusual inco me, while so me 
large o rchards yielcF an inco me o f $ 20€ 
an acre. 
It canno t, ho wever, be to e 
stro ngly insisted o n th at o rcharding 
is like o ther things—a man m ay sue 
ceed and he may no t. 
“The biggest Misso uri o rchards arc 
in the so uth part o f tae state. 
In Me 
Do nald co unty, a New' Yo rk co mpany 
ha.^ 3300 acres in o rchard; 
two o r 
three co m panies in Ho well 
co unty 
have fro m 1000 to 2000 acres; a Mis 
so uri co mpany is as fast as po ssible 
planting 5000 acres in Laclede co unty.
